Tax  Cut  Bill  Certainly  Will  Pass  Soon, 
Senator  Dirksen  Informs  President 


WASHINGTON,  (UPD— Senate 
Republican  Leader  Everett  M. 
Dirksen  told  President  Johnson 
Wednesday  that  the  Senate  “cer- 
tainly” will  pass  a tax  cut  bill 
early  next  year  and  make  it  ret- 
roactive to  Jan.  1. 

DIRKSEN’S  assurance  came 
as  an  attempted  speed-up  on  an- 
other big  administration  meas- 
ure — civil  rights  — appeared 
doomed.  It  may  be  next  summer 
before  final  action  is  taken  by 
Congress  on  the  administration’s 
priority  anti-discrimination  bill. 

Dirksen,  after  breakfasting  al- 
one with  the  Prc.sident,  said  he 
assured  his  old  collegue  that 
“there  would  be  Senate  action 
early  in  the  year”  on  taxes  and 
the  bill'  “will  be  retroactive  to 
Jan.  1.”  The  Senator  added  that 
there  would  be  no  dilatory  tac- 
tics. 

DIRKSEN  is  a member  of  the 
Senate  Finance  Committee  which 
winds  up  public  hearings  Monday 
on  its  tax  cut  measure.  On  Sept. 
25  the  House  passed  an  $11  bil- 
lion tax  reduction  bill  that  event- 
ually would  mean  an  average 
saving  of  18.8  percent  for  the 
country’s,  50  million  individual 
taxpayers. 

The  Senate’s  version  is  certain 


to  be  at  least  somewhat  different, 
meaning  that  the  final  product 
would  have  to  be  worked  out  by 
a House-Senate  Conference  Com- 
mittee. 

ON  THE  CIVIL  RIGHTS  Bill, 
House  Democratic  leaders  sought 
to  pry  the  measure  out  of  the 
Southern-led  Rules  Committee, 
the  group  that  channels  legisla- 
tion to  the  floor  for  a vote.  To 
do  so,  they  resorted  to  the  device 
of  a discharge  petition.  This  doc- 
ument requires  the  signatures  of 
218  of  the  435  House  members. 

But  Rep.  Richard  Bolling.  D- 
Mo.,  a leader  in  the  fight  for  the 
bill,  virtually  ruled  out  any  final 
House  action  this  year,  and  even 
doubted  the  wisdom  of  trying  for 
it.

In  a discussion  designed  to  pro- 
duce- “light  if  not  heat,’’  Dr. 
Chauncey  Riddle,  College  of  Re 
ligious  ■ Instruction,  aind  Prof 
Louis  Midgely,  political  science, 
probed  the  individual  and  social 
authority. 

Speaking  first  in  this  first  lo- 
cal forum  of  the  Academic  Em, 
phasis  Committee,  Dr.  Riddle  de- 
fined society  as  “existing  for  thti- 
convenience  of  man  as  a figment 
of  his  mind”  and  individual  free- 
dom as  “the  opportunity  to  par- 
ticipate in  a group  that  suffer.^ 
from  no  inefficiency  or  exploita- 
tion.” 

THIS  SELDOM  occurs,  he  re- 
gretted, and  mentioned  the  two 
possible  solutions:  that  of  the 
world  which  tries  to  solve  inef- 
ficiency through  science  and  bal- 
ance exploitation  by  legally  ex- 
ploiting everyone. 

The  second  solution  was  the 
mission  of  Jesus  Christ  which 
provides  “divine  omniscience  and 
omnipotence”  and  substitutes  ser- 
vice for  exploitation. 

PROF.  MIDGELY  defined  li- 
berty  as  freedom  from  restraint, 
freedom  to  accomplish  something 
and  the  ability  to  do  so. 

“In  order  to  have  freedom  to 
do  something,”  he  said,  there 
must  be  restraints.  For  example, 
if  I have  freedom  to  teach  my 
classes,  the  Birchers  must  be  un- 
free to  teach  them.” 

He  describee!  the  basic  religion 
in  idealogies,  political  and  other- 
wise, which  required  an  “ultimate 
commitment”  as -does  “the  John 
Birch  Society  and  the  Mormon 
Church.”  ;

Roniulo  Uetancourt  may  be  the  first  president  ever  to 
liave  been  elected  by  popular  ballot  and  to  liave  lived  througb- 
his  term.  . 

Seventeen  attempts  have  l^een  made  on  lus  life  in  his 
five  vears  as  Venezuela’s  president. 

BETANCOITIT  REPRESENTS  the  Democratic  Action 
Party,  but  describes  the  six  other  major  parties  as  also  being 
democratic.  , 

The  pro-Castro  forces,  Armed  Forces  of  National  Liber- 
ation (FALN),  gained  less  than  seven  percent  of  the  total 
vote  in  the  last  national  election,  but  as  the  president  and 
congress  are  elected  by  purely  popular  vote,  it  is  therefore 
feasible  that  one  party  could  win  with  a mere  15  percent  of 
the  total  votes  cast, 

VOTING  IN  VENEUZI'ELA  is  compulsory.  The  FALN 
made  an  all-out  effort  to  prevent  the  election,  Thi;^  was 
Fidel  Castro’s  top  priority  assignment,  to  the  Red  under- 
gi’oiind  in  tliat  country. 

These  FALN  terrorists  had  threatened-to  shoot  citizens 
who  went  to  the  polls. 

Only  two  weeks  ago.  Col.  James  K.  Chanault,  deputy 
commander  of  the  U.S.  military  mission  in  Caracas,  left 
home  in  the  capital  city  to  go  to  his  office.  He  was  abducted 
by  four  Venezuelan  teen-agers.  Other  FALN  youths  hijacked 
a Venezuelan  aiiplane.  This  same  Red  group  sent  bombs, 
wrapped  as  gifts,  to  an  American  embassy  official,  to  three 
oj‘  the  pi'esidential  c*iindidates  and  to  three  other  politicians.

During  Lunch 

WASHINGTON,  ( UPI )— Presi- 
dent Johnson  told_his  old  Texas 
colleagues  Wednesday  that  he 
isn’t  going  to  lock  himself  “be- 
hind a wall”  at  the  White  House. 

THE  PRESIDENT  made  a sur 
prise,  45-minute  visit  to  a weekly 
luncheon  of  the  Texas  Congress- 
ional delegation  at  the  Capitol, 
ate  a meal  and  swapped  jokes 
and  good  wishes  with  the  group. 

“We  just  visited,”  Rep.  Jim 
Wright,  D-Tex.,  said  after  the 
luncheon. 

WRIGHT  SAID  Johnson  re 
counted  a story  told  at  the  time 
Harry  S,  Truman  became  Presi- 
dent. 

The  late  Speaker  Sam  Ray- 
burn was  reported  to  have  told 
Truman,  “Now,  Harry,  they’re 
going  to  try  to  put  you  behind 
a wall  down  there  at  the  White 
House,  and  shut  you  off  from 
anyone’s  ideas  but'  theirs.  They’ll 
try  to  tell  you  you’re  smarter 
than  anyone  else.  Now,  Harry, 
you  and  I know  better  than  that.” 


Pledge  Signed 
To  Stop  Sale 
Of  Ammunition 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.  Y.. 
(UPI)  — The  United  States  pled- 
ged Wednesday  to  end  the  sale 
to  South  Africa  of  equipment  or 
material  to  be  used  hi  the  manu- 
facture or  maintenance  of  arms 
and  ammunition. 

BUT  U,  S.  Ambassador  Adlai 
E.  Stevenson  told  the  Security 
Council  that  Washington  does 
not  consider  “multi-purpose 
items.”  such  as  oil'or  raw  mater- 
ials as  being  within  the  scope  of 
an  embargo  proposed  to  force  an 
end  to  South  Africa’s  racial  dis- 
crimination policy. 

The  embargo  was  contained  in 
a Scandinavian  compromise  plan 
which  appeared  certain  of  council 
approval  despite  outspoken  Rus- 
sian criticism.  The  Soviet  Union 
and  Ghana  asked  .a  separate  vote 
on  a paragraph  calling  for  a U. 
N.  study  by  an  expert  group  of 
means  to  change  the  South  Afri- 
can race  policy. 

STEVENSON  recalled  that 
President  Johnson’s  first  mes- 
sage to  Congress  called  for  quick 
action  to  wipe  out  racial  discrim- 
ination in  the  United  States. 

“No  less  urgent  is  our  opposi- 
tion to  racial  discrimination  ev- 
erywhere,” Stevenson  said. 

“WE  HOPE  that  the  people  of 
goodwill  in  South  Africa  will  see 
to  it  that  the  course  of  their  coun- 
try is  revised  before  it  leads  to 
tragedy  ...  it  is  morally  intol- 
erable, politically  unviable  and 
economically  unprofitable.” 

Stevenson  said  the  U.  S.  Em- 
bassy in  South  Africa  will  “rep- 
resent our  national  principles  of 
racial  equality.” 


Civil  Rightists  Ask  LBJ 
To  Stop  House  Recess 

WASHINGTON.  (UPI)  — Civil  minating  in  the  assassination  of 


Rights  leaders  Wednesday  urged 
President  Johnson  and  Congress- 
ional leaders  to  keep  the  House 
in  session  without  a Christmas 
recess  so  it  can  pass  a Civil 
Rights  bill  this  year. 

THE  LEADER^SHIP  Confer 
ence  on  Civil  Rights,  a group  of 
more  than  70  organizations  sup- 
porting the  bill,  launched  a drive 
to  get  the  measure  out  of  the 
House  Rules  Committee  and  to 
the  Hou,se  floor  for  a vote. 

But  chances  of  any  House  ac- 
tion before  Jan.  1 are  slim. 

ROY  WILKINS,  chairiban  of 
the  conference,  told  newsmen 
after  the  closed-door  session  of 
Negro  and  White  leaders  that  he 
thought  Congress  would  not 
“dare”  refuse  to  enact  a Civil 
Rights  Bill. 

He  said  he  felt  this  was  be- 
cause of  the  events  of  1963  “cul- 


a Civil  Rights  President — that  s 
how  he  was  known.” 

PRIOR  TO  the  meeting  of  the 
conference,  one  of  its  leaders- 
Director  James  Farmer  of  the 
Congress  of  racial  equality — con- 
ferred with  President  Johnson. 

He  said  aftemard  that  he  ask- 
ed the  President  to^  sponsor  a 
five-year  $15  billion  program  of 
remedial  education  for  deprived 
children,  mostly  Negroes.  He  said 
the  Chief  Executive  expressed 
great  interest, and  asked  him  to 
submit  a memorandum  on  the 
proposal. 

ORGANIZED  LABOR,  Church 
groups,  veterans  organizations 
and  others  in  the  conference 
pledged  to  send  letters  and  tele- 
grams to  Congressmen  to  enlist 
their  support  in  prying  the  bill 
out  of  the  Rules  Committee 
through  a discharge  petition.

SOUTHERN  California,  last 
year’s  unbeaten  champ  and  a pre- 
season pick  for  a spot  in  the  top 
five,  fell  to  a tie  for  16th  with  a 
7-3  mark. 

For  sheer  c o n s i s te  n c y,-  of 
course,  there’s  topranked  Texas. 

The  Longhorns,  generally  pick- 
ed No.  1 in  the  pre-sea^son  fore- 
casts, shuddered  through  several 
cliff-hangers  but  wound  up  No.  1 
as  the  nation’s  only  major  college 
team  with  a perfect  record.

Clark  Library  Possesses 
Mering  Types  Of  Bibles 


Ciiu*i  r laKe,  supervisor  of  the  Special  Collections  in  the 
Clark  Library,  displays  a copy  of  the  Gutenberg  Bible 
which  is  represented  by  a Pagent  Bwrk  facsimile.  The 
book  is  one  of  the  rarest  in  the  collection. 


Many  of  the  Bibles  published 
in  various  editions  and  languages 
since  the  publication  of  the  Gut- 
erjberg  Bible  are  present  in  the 
Clark  Library. 

The  Bibles  are  printed  in  more 
than  35  languages  and  ten  draw- 
ers are  devoted  to  the  word  Bible 
in  the  card  catalog. 

The  first  edition  of  the  King 
James  version  is  one  of  the  most 
important  in  the  collection,  ac- 
cording to  Chad  Flake,  of  Special 
Collections. 

THE  BISHOP’S  Bible  of  1572 
pre-dates  the  fonner  version.  An 
improper  woodcut  was  used  in- 
the  Book  of  Hebrews  which  re- 
sulted in  a pagan  illustration  in 
the  Bible.  However,  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  th^  layman  to  de- 
termine it  as  the  Bible  is  so  or- 
nate. 

The  first  Polish  Bible  which 
was  printed  in  Cracow  in  1517 
includes  a facsimile  of  the  Wy- 
cliff  Bible  and  facsimiles  of  Co- 
dex Siniaticus  and  Codex  Alexan- 
tirinus,  which  are  the  earliest 
known  Biblical  manuscripts. 

A 34-VOITnviE  Braille  Bible 


and  a Bible  in  shorthand  are  two 
of  the  most  unusual  Bibles  in  tha 
library. 

The  library  also  houses  pages 
from  the  Nuremberg  Bible  and 
a f>age  from  the  Martin  Luther 
Bible. 

Only  the  rare  Bibles  are  in  tha 
Special  Collections  and  others 
are  in  the  stacks  available  for 
student  use.
